MINUTES 

OF  THE 

TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING 


First  Session. 
MoREHEAD  City,  N.  C,  June  19,  1902. 

The  Twenty-Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
Hna  Pharmaceutical  Association  convened  in  the  City 
Hall  at  11:30  o'clock  and  was  called  to  order  by  Presi- 
dent E.  W.  O'Hanlon,  of  Winston-Salem. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford,  opened  the  session  with 
prayer. 

The  President  introduced  Hon.  C.  L.  Abernethy,  of 
Beaufort,  who  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President,  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

This  is  a  day  of  organization  and  of  the  accomplishment  of  great 
things.  Men  in  all  stations  of  life  are  beginning  to  learn  that  the  safety 
of  their  respective  vocations  and  professions  lies  in  organization.  It  is 
the  force  and  power  that  accomplishes  results  for  the  collective  body 
which  could  not  be  accomplished  by  the  individual.  In  this  age  and  time 
men  are  making  rapid  strides  forward  and  the  great  secret  of  this  progress 
along  all  lines  is  organization.  The  men  who  first  conceived  the  notion 
that  there  should  be  a  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
caught  this  idea  and  they  have  moulded  and  shaped  this  Association 
from  it. 

Your  Association  is  doing  a  great  work  for  the  State.  It  has 
elevated  the  trade  of  retailing  and  compounding  drugs  in  North  Caro- 
lina to  one  of  the  professions.  It  has  thrown  the  protection  of  the  law 
about  the  health  of  our  citizens.  The  unsuspecting  public  are  no  longer 
necessarily  open  to  the  attacks  of  any  and  every  one  who  feels  he  knows 
as  well  how  to  make  a  pill  or  compound  a  physic  as  his  neighbor ;  but 
we  are  protected  by  law,  and  when  one  goes  to  the  pharmacist  for  the 
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munitions  of  intestinal  warfare,  he  feels  he  knows  what  he  is  g^etting 
and  that  he  is  within  the  bounds  of  safet3'. 

Ever  since  a  boy,  like  the  Indian,  I  have  had  great  respect  and  admira- 
tion for  the  "medicine  man"  and  his  medicines.  I  have  watched  the 
growth  of  medicine  along  with  the  growth  of  civilization;  I  have  seen 
the  chamomile  and  saflron  teas  of  infantile  memory  rudely  brushed  aside 
for  the  more  aristocratic  remedies  ;  yet,  amid  this  march  of  progress  in 
medicinal  lines,  at  least  one  of  the  time-honored  standards,  castor  oil, 
has  remained  with  us  to  make  the  small  boj'-'slife  a  burden  and  a  sorrow. 

Your  calling  is  an  ancient  and  honorable  one.  It  has  produced  many 
of  the  world's  most  illustrious  men.  Richard  Fitnizel,  who  died  Bishop 
of  London,  is  said  to  have  been  apothecary  to  Henry  II.  And  among 
the  pharmaceutical  chemists  3'ou  find  such  men  as  Newton,  Humphry 
Davy,  Berzelius  and  Scheele,  Liebig,  the  founder  of  organic  chemistry, 
Hoffman,  the  great  aniline  chemist ;  Alexander  von  Humboldt,  the 
naturalist ;  Pasteur,  the  father  of  the  germ  theor3',  and  such  men  as 
Frankland,  Swan,  Proctor,  Alaisch,  Squibb,  Rice  and  many  others. 
Edward  Bellamj-,  who  wrote  "Looking  Backward,"  was  at  one  time  a 
pharmacist,  and  Isben,  the  author,  was  at  one  time  an  apothecar3''s 
assistant. 

I  have  always  looked  upon  the  pharmacist,  not  as  Shakespeare's 
"long,  lank,  lean  and  hungry  apothecary,"  but  as  a  mysterious  man 
behind  his  preparation  case,  concocting  decotions  to  be  taken  by  the 
individual  who  is  ignorant  as  to  the  ingredients,  but  who  takes  his  dose 
blindly  Ijy  faith.     A  comic  paper  about  sizes  up  the  situation  thush': 

"O  man  of  mystery  and  mixtures. 
Why  hide  thyself  behind  the  fixtures 
While  stirring  up  those  horrid  messes 
That  cure  ;?)  our  bodily  distresses? 

"Mix  not  otir  physic  in  seclusion; 
We're  not  misled  by  such  delusion, 
But  rather  let  us  watch  the  making, 
And  know  what's  in  the  stuff  we're  taking." 

But  the  apothecary  is  indispensible  to  society  and  civilization.  It  is  his 
skilled  hand  that  prepares  the  medicines  which  are  to  alleviate  pain  and 
human  suffering.  He  is  not  the  terrible  death-dealing  monster,  the  pic- 
tures of  skulls  and  cross  bones  in  his  estal)lishment  would  indicate,  but 
the  kind-hearted  sympathetic  Samaritan  whose  mission  it  is  to  relieve 
the  sick.  No  man  in  his  community  has  a  heart  that  reaches  out  with 
more  sympathy  and  tenderness  towards  suffering  humanity.  He  takes 
hold  of  the  agencies  of  nature  and  comliines  them  into  healing  properties. 
His  is  a  trade  and  also  a  profession.  He  delves  deep  into  nature's  mys- 
teries and  knows  the  secrets  of  life  and  death.  He  has  learned  how  to 
rescue  from  pain  and  save  from  the  grave. 

And  now,  Mr.  President  and  Members  of  this  Association,  I  heartily 
welcome  you  to  the  seaside  and  its  pleasures.  I  am  told  that  the  com- 
pound most  in  use  by  pharmacists,  and  which  is  most  profitable  in  a 
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prescription,  is  known  as  aqua,  sometimes  called  aqua  pura  by  ph^-si- 
cians.  The  compound  abundantly  abounds  here.  If  it  is  a  profitable 
compound  in  your  business,  just  help  yourselves.  We  have  an  abun- 
dance and  enough  to  spare.    You  can  take  it  straight  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Leslie,  of  Moiganton,  responded  on  behalf  of 
the  visitmg  druggists  as  follows:    • 

RESPONSE  OF  MR.   LESLIE. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  respond,  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  to 
the  generous  words  of  welcome  to  which  we  have  just  listened.  We 
have  shown  that  we  feel  welcome  to  Morehead  by  having  held  three 
previous  annual  meetings  here  since  our  organization. 

The  members  of  the  Association  feel  at  home  here  at  this  great 
resort,  "swept  by  ocean  breezes,"  a  great  sanitarium  for  weary 
humanit}^,  and  where  the  art  of  man  has  done  so  much  to  contribute  to 
the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  your  guests.  The  sea  breeze  is  a  perpetual 
and  most  efficacious  tonic,  the  dainty  viands  from  3'our  fields  and 
sounds  need  no  pepsin  to  aid  digestion,  and  sleep,  nature's  sweet 
restorer,  comes  unbidden  without  the  aid  of  drugs.

May  it  continue  to  grow 
and  prosper  with  the  growth  and  prosperit3'-  of  our  beloved  State,  and 
may  tens  of  thosands  of  gallant  men  and  lovely  women  come  here  year 
after  year  to  partake  of  the  tonic  of  the  waves  and  the  ehxir  of  the  air. 

Most  heartily  and  fervently  we  thank  you  again  for  your  words  of 
welcome. 

President  O'Hanlon  then  called  Vice  President  Hicks  to 
the  chair  while  he  deUvered  his  Annual  Address. 

president's  address. 

Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

I  can  scarcely  realize  that  a  year  with  its  joys  and  its  sorrows,  its 
successes  and  failures,  has  passed  since  you  honored  me  with  the  Presi- 
dency of  this  Association. 
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It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  I  have  appreciated  j-our  kindness  in 
selecting  me  to  so  honorable  a  position,  nor  have  I  been  unmindful  of 
the  manifold  duties  of  the  one  who  would  carefully  look  after  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Association  during  the  time  between  our  annual  meetings. 

Nearh-  a  quarter  of  a  century  has  been  spent  by  the  Association  in  or- 
ganizing the  Pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  and  during  that  time  it  has 
always  worked  for  the  better  character  of  its  members  and  a  higheJ" 
standard  of  Pharmacy.  In  both  we  have  accomplished  much,  and 
there  is  not  a  druggist  in  this  State  who  does  not  owe  a  larger  part  of 
his  success  and  prosperity,  be  it  great  or  small,  to  the  work  of  this 
Association;  and  while  we  have  not  a  majority  of  the  pharmacists  of 
the  State  as  members  of  this  Association,  in  spite  of  themselves  they  are 
receiving  benefits. 

Too  many  have  failed  to  grasp  the  fact  that  organization— local, 
county,  state  and  national  is  the  one  thing  necessary  for  our  own  pro- 
tection, if  not  our  very  existence. 

Many  have  failed  to  show  anj^  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Association 
other  than  to  stand  back  and  protest  against  the  efforts  of  those  who  do 
believe  that  the  Association  has  some  claim  on  their  time  and  resources. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Department  of 
Pharmacy  of  our  State  University.  For  many  years  our  young  men 
were  compelled  to  go  to  other  states  to  seek  a  Pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion. Now,  we  have  a  Department  of  Pharmacy  in  our  own  State  and 
a  member  of  this  Association  in  charge.  I  commend  this  to  all  of  you 
and,  in  this  connection,  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  only 
taking  in  our  employment  young  men  who  have  the  ability  to  become 
Pharmacists. 

While  all  trades  and  professions  are  becoming  more  and  more  expert* 
we  must  look  well  to  it  that  Pharmacy  in  North  Carolina  is  at  the  top. 

I  trust  that  this  Association  will  again  endorse  the  work  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  I  regard  it  as  very  important 
that  we  give  that  Association  everv  encouragement,  and  that  this  Asso- 
ciation continue  its  membership  with  them. 

While  the  cut-rate,  which  almost  imperils  the  existence  of  the  druggis* 
of  some  sections,  is  not  now  threatening  us,  we  may  have  to  contend 
with  this  condition  at  any  time. 

Our  larger  towns  are  fast  becoming  cities,  and,  with  the  great  forward 
movement  within  our  State,  we  cannot  tell  when  or  where  the  cutter 
will  enter.     We  should  be  thoroughly  organized  to  resist  such  inroads. 

I  believe  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  try  to  decrease  the  sales  on 
mor|)liine,  cocoaine  and  other  habit  forming  drugs. 

I  deplore  the  fact  that  a  larger  part  of  our  toilet  articles  and  sundries 
are  on  sale  in  the  dry -goods  stores,  and  we  are  in  many  cases  competing 
with  job-lot  prices  or  have  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  those  articles 
altogether. 

We  should  try  and  always  encourage  a  friendly  feeling  between  the 
Physician  and  Pliarniacist.    We  should   study  the  doctors'  wants,  and 
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endeavor  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  National  Formulary,  in  the 
place  of  so  many  private  Pharmaceutical  products,  which  simply  have 
to  be  emptied  from  one  hottle  to  another,  instead  of  using  a  reliable 
product  from  the  National  Formulary,  prepared  by  us. 

In  conclusion,  we  trust  that  this  Association  meeting  will  prove  so 
successful  and  our  presence  so  agreeable,  that  it  will  draw  us  closer 
together  than  ever  before. 

To  each  of  you  who  has  put  aside  the  cares  of  ])usiness  for  a  few  days 
to  be  with  your  fellow-workers,  I  extend  most  hearty  thanks.  And,  as 
you  look  back  over  the  year  just  passed,  I  ask  that  you  kindly  let  the 
"mantle  of  charity"  fall  over  the  mistakes  I  have  made,  and  when  from 
this  meeting  each  of  us  return  to  our  home  and  the  busy  cares  of  Hfe, 
may  we,  one  and  all,  feel  and  realize  that  "it  was  good  to  have  been 
here."

The  report  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmac}^  was  called  for,  which  is  as  follows: 

REPORT    OF   WILLIAM    SIMPSON    AS    SECRETARY   AND    TREAS- 
URER  OF   THE   BOARD   OF   PHARMACY. 
To  His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Aycock,  Governor: 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  my  twentj^-first  annual  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year 
ending  June  1st,  1902. 

The  fifty-third  meeting  of  the  Board  was  licld  in  the  city  of  Winston 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  June  18th  and  19th,  1901.  Present 
Messrs.  Zoeller,  Wearn,  Hancock,  Bobbitt  and  vSimpson. 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  Bo])bitt  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  meml)cr  of 
the  Board  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  activch-  engaged  in  the  Drug 
business,  for  which  reason  he  thought  he  should  resign.  The  Board, 
holding  that  Mr.  Bobbitt's  reasons  were  not  valid,  unanimously  refused 
to  accept  it,  and,  in  deference  to  their  wishes,  Mr.  Bol)bitt  withdrew 
his  letter  of  resignation. 

Mr.  Zoeller  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  time  had  arrived  to  raise 
the  standard  or  average  passing  mark  for  candidates  for  license,  and 
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moved  that  the  averatje  lie  restored  to  75  per  cent,  as  formerly.  The 
motion  prevailed  unanimously-,  and  the  average  now  required  is  75  per 
cent. 

At  this  meeting  thirty-three  candidates  for  license  appeared  for  exam- 
ination, of  this  number  twenty-six  were  successful,  to-wit:  Luther  D.

Wallace  D.  Patterson,  Chapel  Hill;  Walter  O.  Singletary,  lona;  Charles 
N.  Simpson,  Jr.,  Monroe;  James  E.  Saintsing,  Washington;  Lon  L. 
Sloop,  Salisljury;  Charles  R.  Thomas,  Thomasville;  John  K.  Thigpen, 
Thomasville;  Edward  L.  Tarkinton,  Raleigh;  James  M.  Wheeless,  Spring 
Hope;  WilHam  M.  Wilson,  Jr.,  Charlotte,  and  John  B.  Watson,  Raleigh. 

The  fift3^-fourth  meeting  was  held  in  the  cit^'  of  Raleigh  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  November  26th  and  27th,  1901,  with  the  following 
members  present,  viz:  E.  V.  Zoeller,  F.  W.  Hancock,  J.  H.  Bobbitt  and 
William  Simpson.  Applications  were  received  from  Mr.  John  J.  Long 
and  Mr.  Phil  H.  Thomas,  of  Henderson,  asking  that  license  be 
granted  to  them  on  account  of  experience  in  business.  After  due  con- 
sideration the  Secretarj'  was  directed  to  send  to  each  the  following  reply: 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  November  27th,  1901. 

Dear  Sir — We  regret  ver3'  much  that  we  are  unable  to  grant  you 
license  as  requested. 

The  Act  of  1897,  which  is  on  page  308  of  the  PubHc  Laws  of  that 
3^ear,  makes  no  requirements  for  three  j'cars  or  an^^  other  time  in  busi- 
ness on  one's  own  account  to  obtain  license  as  a  pharmacist. 

The  Creative  Act,  1881,  chajiter  355,  which  is  a  part  of  chapter  34, 
"The  Code"  has  not  been  amended  in  regard  to  persons  "in  business  on 
their  own  account." 

Our  construction  of  that  Act  is:  The  person  who  applies  for  license  on 
that  ground  must  have  been  in  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
Act  of  1881,  or  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  the  Code  in  1883.  In 
other  words,  only  those  who  were  in  business  on  their  own  account  in 
1881  or  1883  are  entitled  to  license,  and  no  others  who  have  com- 
menced business  since  then  are  so  entitled. 

Again  expressing  our  regret  I  am.

Mr.  Hancock  moved  that  the  President  of  the  Board  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  Druggists  of  the  State  calling  their 
attention  to  a  better  observance  of  the  Pharmacy  Law,  which  letter 
is  to  be  sent  out  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.     The  motion  prevailed. 
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The  following  resolution  was  also  unanimoush-  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  pay  $5.00  for  use  of  Hall 
at  last  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Raleigh. 

It  having  been  determined  that  new  sets  of  questions  tor  examination 
of  candidates  be  prepared,  the  President  assigned  those  on  Materia 
Medica  to  Mr.  Hancock  and  Mr.  Wearn,  and  those  on  Pharmacy  to 
Messrs.  Bobbitt  and  Simpson;  stating  that  he  would  prepare  those  on 
Chemistry  himself  It  was  agreed  that  the  questions  should  be  prepared 
by  March  1st  and  sent  to  the  President  for  revision. 

At  this  meeting  fourteen  candidates  for  license  appeared  for  examina- 
tion, of  this  number  ten  \vere  successful  as  follows:  James  M.  Hall, 
Wilmington;  John  G.  Green,  Marshville;  Walter  D.  Turner,  Reidsville;

Brevard;  B.  Frank  Page,  Asheboro,  and  Francis  L.  Taylor,  Oxford. 

The  fift3'-fifth  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of  candidates 
for  license  to  practice  Pharmacy  was  held  in  the  Senate  chamber  of  the 
State  House  at  Raleigh,  on  April  8th,  1902,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m,  Present 
Messrs.  Zoeller,  Hancock,  Bobbitt  and  Simpson. 

At  this  meeting  thirty -four  candidates  for  license  appeared  for  exami- 
nation, of  this  number  nineteen  were  successful,  to-wit:  James  R.  Betts, 
Randleman;  Jesse  R.  Ballance,  Morehead  City;  Numa  D.  Bitting,  Rural 
Hall;  Albert  F.  Blue,  Laurinburg;  J.  C.  Bolton,  Rich  Square;  Edward  R.

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Tn  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.: 

Gentlem ex:— Having  been  appointed  In-  your  President  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  which  held  its  meetings  in  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  October  13,  14-  and  15,  1901,  it  was  my  pleasure 
to  attend.  It  was  my  desire,  while  there,  to  see  everything  and  hear 
everything  I  could  in  regard  to  the  work  and  results  accomplished  by 
this  organization,  that  I  might  make  an  intelligent  report. 

The  meeting  was  largely  attended  by,  1  think,  some  of  the  best  Retail 
Druggists  in  the  United  States.  The  personnel  of  the  body  was  good; 
the  speeches  were  excellent  and  a  great  interest  seemed  to  be  exhibited 
on  the  part  of  the  delegates  for  the  success  of  the  organization. 

Was  the  Association  unanimously  pleased  with  the  Tripartite  Plan, 
which  they  had  adopted  and  tried  for  some  time,  and  had  this  plan 
brought  the  results  expected?  I  think  not,  for  in  the  able  address  of 
President  Anderson  he  made  a  powerful  plea  for  another  plan— the 
Price  Restrictive  Plan;  and,  in  the  discussion  of  this  plan,  the  conven- 
tion went  wild  and,  it  seemed  to  me,  in  the  hot  debate  unmanageal^le.  It 
was  some  time  before  order  could  be  restored.  Then  a  compromise  was 
effected,  through  the  wise  efforts  of  Mr.  James  Seeley,  of  Detroit,  in 
which  the  Price  Restrictive  Plan  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
with  instructions  to  investigate,  and  with  power  to  act  if  necessary. 

There  are  some  twenty-five  thousand  Retail  Druggists  now  affiliating 
with  the  National  Association  Retail  Druggists.  Some  ninety-five  Pro- 
prietors who  have  agreed  to  confine  their  sales  at  best  prices  to  those 
who  refuse  orders  from  the  Progressive  Cutters,  most  of  these  are  said 
to  be  living  up  to  their  agreement.  The  Association  to  carry  on  its 
work  successfully  is  very  much  in  need  of  funds,  and  it  was  agreed  at 
the  Convention  that  the  Secretary  should  address  letters  to  the  Druggists 
throughout  the  United  States  asking  for  individual  contributions.  It 
seems  to  me  that  what  the  Naticmal  Association  Retail  Druggists  de- 
sired most  to  make  the  Association  a  success  was  local  organizations 
affiliating  with  their  Association. 
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The  following  article  in  rei^ard  to  the  Price  Restriction  Plan  was  taken 
from  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  Bulletin  No  11,  pages  6  and  7,  which  will  give  you 
an  idea  of  what  this  plan  is,  with  some  test  cases. 

THE   PRICE  RESTRICTIVE   PLAN. 

"As  is  well  known,  the  Price  Restrictive  or  Worcester  Plan  was  made 
at  the  Buffalo  convention,  together  with  the  Tripartite  Plan,  a  part  of  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  scheme  for  correcting  the  price  cutting  evil.  Doubts  have 
arisen  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  as  to  the  legal  enforceability 
of  the  former,  and  on  the  part  of  other  members  as  to  the  practicability 
of  the  latter.  These  questions  are  ones  of  policy;  they  do  not  affect  the 
vitalitv  of  the  organization.  Either  one,  if  ultimately  found  to  be  correct, 
will  be  embraced  1)3^  all  the  members  as  the  true  solution.  What  shall 
be  the  ultimate  polic\^  of  the  Association  is  a  question  which  cannot  be 
decided  oft-hand  as  a  matter  of  taste,  as  a  man  would  choose  a  coat. 
The  polic3-  of  the  organization  must  be  one  which  has  stood  the  test  of 
legality  and  of  practical  utility'.  It  is  the  determination  of  the  National 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  that  each  plan  shall  have  a  full 
and  fair  test,  the  results  to  determine  which  shall  be  the  final  polic\'  to 
l:)e  pursued.  From  the  nature  of  the  two  plans  each  is  succeptible  to  a 
different  first  test.  The  Worcester  ])lan  depends  for  its  practicability  on 
whether  or  not  the  law  will  enforce  it  directl}',  while  the  Tripartite 
agreement  depends  not  upon  the  courts,  but  upon  the  loyalty  of  its 
subscribers  and  their  mutualit3^  of  interest,  the  courts  being  a  possible, 
though  remote,  contingency  to  be  reckoned  with  instead  of  an  instru- 
ment to  be  used. 

"The  present  status  of  the  Worcester  Plan  is  comprehended  in  the 
following:  The  first  case  tried  to  test  the  validity  of  this  plan,  that  of 
Garst  vs.  Harris,  was  tried  in  Massachusetts,  and  was  finally  decided 
upon  Iw  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  state.  This  case  is  well  remembered. 
It  gave  the  Worcester  Plan  a  backing  and  a  ])osition.  The  defendant, 
Harris,  was  a  retailer  who  dealt  and  contracted  with  the  plaintiff  not 
to  sell  Phenj'o-Caftein  below  a  certain  stipulated  price.  The  conditions 
here  mentioned  consisted  in  a  notice  of  price  restriction  being  served  upon 
the  purchaser  at  the  time  the  goods  were  delivered.  It  w-as  clearly  estab 
lished  that  the  purchaser  understood  the  conditions,  and  no  dissent 
from  these  terras  was  made  bj'  him.  These  conditions  accordingly  be- 
came a  part  of  the  contract  l)etwcen  the  manufacturer  and  the  ])ur- 
chaser.  The  defendant  did  sell  below  the  stipulated  i)rice,  and  tlie 
Sujireme  Court  held  that  the  contract  was  legal  and  enforceable,  and 
that  li(juidatcd  damages  in  llie  sum  mentioned  in  the  agreement  could 
be  collected. 

"The  second  case  under  the  plan  was  also  tried  in  Massachusetts.  It 
was  entitled  Garst  vs.  Hall  (S:  Lyon  Co.  Here  the  goods  were  sold  in 
the  regular  course  to  the  j()l)l)ers,  who,  under  the  contract,  are  the 
agents  of  Dr.  Garst.  Tlie  j()l)1iers  resold  to  thiril  parties,  with  due 
ncjtice  to  such  third  parties  of  the  contract  as  to  the  selling  price;  the 
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defendants  bought  of  these  third  parties,  either  with  or  without  direct 
notice  of  the  contract.  It  was  held,  in  a  suit  for  an  injunction  and  for 
hquidated  damages,  that  there  was  no  privity  of  contract  between  the 
plaintiff  and  the  defendant;  suit  on  a  contract  would  therefore  not  lie> 
there  being  no  basis  for  it. 

"The  third  and  last  case  up  to  date  was  tried  in  Philadelphia  before 
the  Common  Pleas  Court,  and  is,  we  understand,  now  before  the  Appel- 
late Court  for  final  adjudication.  The  Common  Pleas  Court  gave  a 
decision  against  the  plaintiff  on  substantiall3'^  the  following  statement 
of  facts:  Wissler,  the  defendant  in  the  suit  afterwards  instituted,  wrote 
to  Dr.  Garst  desiring  to  buy  a  certain  quantity  of  Phenyo-Caffein.  Dr. 
Garst  referred  him  to  the  nearest  jobber  and,  at  the  same  time,  informed 
him  of  the  price  restrictive  conditions  to  which  he  woidd  be  expected  to 
subscribe.  Instead  of  buving  from  the  jobber,  however,  Wissler  bought 
of  another  retailer,  sold  the  goods  for  less  than  the  price  named  on  the 
l)o.K,  and  was  sued  by  Dr.  Garst,  who  sought  to  recover  damages  in  the 
sum  of  $105  for  five  violations  of  the  contract  and  an  injunction  re- 
straining the  defendant  from  selling  any  more  of  the  goods  On  the 
boxes  of  goods  the  defendant  bought  was  the  following  notice: 

"  'Important  Notice: — The  Phenyo-Caffein  Co.  retains  the  ownership 
of  this  box  and  of  the  pills  contained  therein,  and  authorizes  their  sale 
under  the  name  Phenyo-Caffein  by  any  person  in  possession  only  at  the 
full  price  of  25c  per  box.  Whoever  sells  Phen3^o-Caffein  at  a  less  price 
agrees  to  pay  to  the  Phenyo-Cafteine  Co.  the  sum  of  $21  as  liquidated 
damages  for  the  injury  done,  such  injury  being  incapable  of  exact  meas- 
ment.  Whoever  purchases  Phen^^o-Caft'ein  at  a  less  price  acquires  only 
the  wrongful  possession  of  the  goods,  and  cannot  rightfully  sell  or  con- 
sumethe  same.' 

''The  Court  held  that  the  presence  of  the  above  notice  on  the  box  did 
not  necessarily  constitute  a  contract  between  the  buyer  and  Dr.  Garst. 
The  defendant  bought  of  a  third  party  and  had  no  contract  with  Dr. 
Garst  or  his  agent.  The  question  of  the  actual  notice  that  the  defendant 
did  have  from  Dr.  Garst  was  not  brought  out  very  fully  in  the  case 
chief  reliance  apparently  having  been  placed  in  the  constructive  notice 
on  the  box. 

Whether  or  not  a  notice  can  be  so  framed  that  its  presence  on  the 
package  will  be  notice  to  all  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  package 
is  purchased,  and  by  its  own  presence  operate  as  the  offer,  the  pur- 
chaser's acceptance  of  the  package  and  payment  therefor  being  the 
acceptance  of  the  offer  and  the  beginning  of  a  contractural  relation  be- 
tween the  manufacturer  and  the  holder  of  the  goods,  lasting  until  the 
goods  shall  have  ultimatel3^  been  sold  to  the  consumer  at  the  full  price 
named  on  the  package,  is  still  a  question.  In  short,  can  the  manufac- 
turer retain  his  title  to  the  goods  through  successive  holders  until  they 
are  sold  for  full  list  price?  Can  he  sell  the  goods  and  retain  the  title 
until  the  consumation  of  some  definite  result?     Is  this  a  legitimate 
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application  of  the  rules  governing  conditional  sales?  How  far  may 
limitations  as  to  the  ownership  ot  personal  property  apph'  to  the 
property  itself  and  follow  it  through  the  hands  of  successive  purhasers? 
These  are  questions  which  as  yet  have  not  been  satisfactorily  answered. 

"The  attorney  of  Dr.  Garst  has  recenty  devised  the  following  notice, 
whicli  is  being  put  on  all  boxes  of  PhenA-o-Caffein: 

'"This  box  of  Pheuyo-Caffein  is  sold  to  be  consumed  only,  and  the 
title  continues  in  the  Phenyo-Caftein  Co.  to  prohiliit  a  resale  thereof 
by  anv  purchaser  at  retail, except  that  it  may  be  resold  for  not  less  than 
twent3--five  cents  per  box.  The  acceptance  of  this  box  by  any  person  is 
assent  to  this  condition  of  sale,  and  a  direct  agreement  with  the 
Phenyo-Caflfein  Co.  that  for  each  violation,  the  possession  of  this  box 
maj^  be  recovered;  that  part^'  selling  at  retail  for  less  than  twenty- 
five  cents  will  pay  the  said  company  twent3^-one  dollars  as  liquidated 
damages,  it  being  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  damages  the  said 
compan}-  will  suffer  by  such  violation.' 

(Signed)  Phe.nyo-Caffeix  Co. 

"The  validit3'  of  the  above  notice  and  the  status  of  the  whole  matter 
may  be  decided  soon  in  more  than  one  state,  as  suits  are  pending  or 
about  to  begin  to  settle  the  question  definitelj-. 

"The  suit  which  the  National  Executive  Committee  was  instructed  to 
bring  in  Illinois,  where  the  state  anti-trust  law  was  regarded  as  being 
more  than  usually  far-reaching,  thereby  interfering  with  the  operation 
of  the  plan,  will  within  a  short  time  be  ready  for  trial.  It  has  been  the 
committee's  aim  to  procure  all  the  help  available  so  that  the  decision 
reached  shall  be  such  as  will,  without  doubt,  secure  to  drug  trade  all 
the  benefits  obtainable  from  the  legal  price  restriction.  The  attorne\^  of 
the  National  Association  has  been  in  constant  correspondence  with  Dr. 
Garst  and  the  attornej-s  representing  his  interests.  While  the  progress 
being  made  is  naturally  slow,  it  is  believed  that  the  final  outcome  will 
prove  that  this  caution  was  fully  justified. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  meeting: 

RESOLUTION  A— ORGANIZATION. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  is  instructed  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
local  organization  throughout  the  country,  subject  to  the  action  and 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  rapidly  as  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Association  and  the  training  of  competent  organizers 
will  justify. 

"That  the  Secretary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  is 
authorized  to  employ  such  organizers  as  the  territory  to  be  organized 
may  seem  to  require. 

"That,  inasmuch  as  the  formation  of  local  associations  and  the  adop- 
tion of  schedules  is  calculated  to  bring  immediate  financial  benefit  to 
the  memliers  of  such  associations,  it  is  directed  that  the  organization 
work  shall  be  made  as  nearly  self-sustaining  as  possible;  and  the  Secre- 
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tary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  is  authorized  to 
provide  for  the  collection  from  the  members  of  such  new  association  of 
an  organization  fee,  in  addition  to  the  annual  dues  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D., 
of  such  amount  as  may  be  essential  to  meet  approximately  the  cost  of 
organizing  the  territory  as  thoroughly  as  it  can  be  organized,  and  the 
Secretary  shall  issue  to  all  organizations  that  may  be  formed  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership  for  each  of  its  members,  which  certificate  shall  also 
show  the  affiliation  of  the  association  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

"That  the  organizers  shall  secure  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  schedule 
of  prices  1)3'  all  organizations  formed,  wherever  practical)le. 

"That  all  organization  work  conducted  in  a  state  in  which  the 
State  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  aifihated  with  this  body  shall  be 
done  with  the  knowledge,  advice  and  co-operation  of  the  state  associa- 
tion." 

RESOLUTION    It— REDUCTION  OF   PRICES  ON   PROPRIETARIES. 

"Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  been  largely  instru- 
mental in  securing  the  repeal  of  the  stamp  tax  on  proprietary  medicines' 
the  Association  feels  strongly  its  right  to  expect  that  manufacturers 
who  have  advanced  their  prices  to  the  retail  trade  to  cover  the  cost  of 
this  tax,  should  now  reduce  their  prices  to  conform  to  those  in  exis- 
tence prior  to  the  imposition  of  the  tax. 

"That  we  commend  the  action  of  those  proprietors  who  promptly 
reduced  their  prices  when  the  tax  was  repealed. 

"That  the  Secretary  is  instructed  to  prepare  a  list  of  all  proprietors 
who  advanced  their  prices  and  have  not  reduced  them  since  the  repeal  of 
the  tax. 

"That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  consider  any  special  reasons 
given  by  each  of  these  manufacturers  who  have  not  reduced  their  prices 
for  not  making  the  reduction  requested;  and  the  Secretary  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  associations  in  membership  the  names  of  those  manufacturers 
who  have  not  reduced  their  prices,  accompanied  in  each  case  by  the 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  reference  thereto. 

RESOLUTION   C — NON-TRIPARTITE   GOODS. 

"Resolved,  That  while  the  Tripartite  Plan  is  intended  to  control 
the  sale  of  prorletary  goods  only,  the  Association  desires  to  again  com- 
mend the  action  of  those  manufacturers  of  pharmaceuticals  and  other 
products  who  have  uniformly  recognized  the  principles  of  the  plan. 

"That  we  renew  our  earnest  recommendation  that  the  goods  of  such 
manufacturers  are  entitled  to  preferential  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
the  drug  trade. 

"That  this  recommendation  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  every 
association  in  membership  by  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Association." 

RESOLUTION   D— THE  N.  A.  R.  D.  PLAN. 

"Resolved,  That  the  results  of  the  causes  and  plans  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
during  the  past  year  for  the  betterment  of  drug  trade  conditions  is  a 
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practical  demonstration  of  the  benefits  of  organized  efifort,  and  fi:rnislies 
gratifying  encouragement  for  the  continuation  of  these  policies  and  plans. 

"That  we  urge  upon  all  manufacturers  of  goods  sold  to  the  drug 
trade,  and  all  jobbers,  the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  a  loyal  and 
vigorous  maintenance  of  the  plans  jointlj-  adopted. 

"That  local  associations  not  now  reaping  the  benefits  of  the  Tripartite 
Plan  are  urged  to  renew  their  efforts  at  organization  upon  such  lines  as 
will  offer  most  satisfactory  results,  calling  upon  the  Secretary  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  for  such  asssistance  as  they  may 
deem  requisite  to  success. 

"That  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Tripartite  Plan  all  names  intended  to 
be  listed  as  aggressive  cutters  be  suljmitted  to  the  ExecutiveCommittee, 
whereupon  the  Secretary  shall  dul3-  list  the  names  and  notify  the  neces- 
sary person." 

RESOLUTION   E— CHANGES  IN   CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS. 

"The  committee  recommends  that  Article  III  on  Membership  be 
amended  by  the  substitution  of  the  following  section  for  Section  2: 

"  'Section  2.  Each  state  and  local  association  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
delegate  for  each  fifty  active  members,  or  fraction  of  fifty  members. 
Such  delegates  shall  be  actively  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  business.' 

"The  only  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  change  the  basis  of  represen- 
tation from  one  hundred  members  to  fifty  members,  which,  under  a  form 
of  local  organization  throughout  the  countr\-,  would  equalize  the  repre- 
sentation between  the  city  districts  and  the  country  districts  more 
nearly  than  under  the  present  basis. 

"We  recommend  that  the  fourth  l^'-law  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

"'Fourth.  The  fiscal  year  shall  l)c  identical  with  the  calendar  year, 
and  the  dues  of  the  affiiliated  associations  shall  be  payable  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  collection  of  the  dues  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  committee  shall  have  the  power 
to  drop  from  the  membership  roll  any  association  which  has  not  paid 
its  dues  for  any  preceding  fiscal  3-ear.'  " 

RESOLUTION   F— NATIONAL  LEGISLATION. 

"Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  on  National 
Legislation  in  securing  the  repeal  of  the  stamp  tax  on  medicinal  prepar- 
ations, and  that  we  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
rendered  the  committees  by  the  members  of  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  and  the  Proprietary  Association  of  America, 
and  by  other  persons  in  accomplishing  the  repeal." 

RESOLUTION  G— TRADE  MARK  AND  PATENTS. 

"Resolved,  That  we  reaffirm  our  delcaration  that  it  is  an  indispen- 
sable principle  of  puljlic  justice  that  the  government  should  not  grant  a 
patent   on   a  pharmaceutical  product  itself,   but  should  confine  such 
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patent  protection  to  the  process  of  manufacture.  To  patent  the  product 
is  to  create  monopoly  and  retard  progress  in  the  healing  arts. 

"That  the  Committee  on  Trade  Marks  and  Patents,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Committee  on  National  Legislation,  is  instructed  to  prepare  and 
distribute  to  the  organizations  in  membership,  through  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  a  memorial  urging  upon  congress  favorable 
action  upon  this  subject. 

"That  in  the  preparation  of  such  memorial  the  said  committee  is  re- 
quested to  embody  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  proposed  'Act 
Amending  the  Patent  Laws  of  the  United  States,' contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  National  Legislation. 

"That  all  associations  in  membership  and  all  retail  druggists  are  urged 
to  promote  such  favorable  action  hy  congress  at  the  earliest  date  practi- 
cable." 

RESOLUTIO.X   H — GOVERNMENT  COMPETITION. 

''Resolved,  That,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  National  Legislation  concerning  the  manufacture  of  vaccine 
and  biologic  products,  the  Association  recommends  that  the  bodies  affi- 
liated with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  use  their  efforts  with  their  respective  congress- 
men to  secure  the  discontinuance  by  the  government  of  the  manufacture 
of  biologic  products  in  comix^tition  with  private  enterprise." 

RESOLITION   I— FINANCES. 

"Resolved,  That,  if  it  becomes  necessary,  in  order  to  promote  most  ac- 
tively the  work  of  the  Association,  the  E.xecutive  Committee  may  in- 
struct the  secretary  to  ask  for  contributions  from  the  associations  in 
membership,  of  such  amount  as  they  may  feel  inclined  to  make." 

"The  following  arc  some  of  the  results  accomplished  since  the  organiza. 
tion  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D:" 

SOME   RESULTS  OK   N.    A.   R.   D.   WORK. 

"Among  the  more  important  results  of  the.  work  of  theN.  A.  R.  D.,  per- 
tinently stated,  are: 

"1.  The  reduction  of  the  war  revenue  tax  and  the  consequent  reduction 
in  the  price  of  proprietary  medicines,  new  manufacturers  prevented  from 
jjlacing  too  high  prices  on  their  goods,  $2.00,  $4.00  and  $8.00  being  the 
maximum  prices  per  dozen  to  retailers. 

"2.  The  manifested  success  of  the  association  in  many  cities  has  created 
a  feeling  of  confidence  and  hope  in  the  minds  of  all  the  members  who  are 
keeping  themselves  posted  on  the  work.  They  believe  in  the  Association, 
and  are  able  to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  them.  They  can 
point  to  definite,  individual  instances  where  the  association  has  succeeded, 
and  can  tell  why  it  will  succeed  everywhere,  as  soon  as  the  druggists  are 
ready  to  place  themselves  in  accord  with  the  working  principles  of  the 
organization. 
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"What  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  hris  done  in  the  west  ma^-  be  inferred  from  the 
foUowinij  interviews  from  the  jobbers  of  Chicago.  The  jobbers  come  in 
direct  contact  with  the  retailers,  and  arc  in  a  position  to  judge  of  the 
results  accomplished  by  the  association's  work : 

"Robert  H.  Van  Schaack,  of  Peter  Van  Schaack  &  Sons : 

"  'I  do  not  remember  a  time  since  I  have  been  in  business  when  the  drug- 
gists were  meeting  their  obligations  so  promptly  and  discounting  their 
Ijills  so  regularly  as  they  are  now.  Conditions  areeven  better  than  they 
were  during  the  World's  Fair.  The  signs  of  this  increased  prosperity  did 
not  appear  until  some  little  time  after  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  plans  went  into 
effect  here,  and  I  attribute  the  better  conditions  to  the  fact  that,  under 
the  plan  as  it  is  now  operating  in  Chicago,  druggists  are  now  able  to 
make  better  profits  on  their  goods  without  lessening  the  aggregate 
amount  of  their  sales.' 

"Robert  Stevenson,  of  Roljert  Stevenson  &  Company: 

"  'The  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  improved  conditions  among  the  druggists  in  the 
city  very  much.  The  effect  is  noticable.  In  the  country-,  where  there  is 
little  cutting,  of  course,  the  improvement  is  not  so  marked.  Many  coun- 
try stores  get  full  prices,  and  alwaj^s  have.' 

"Albert  B.  Hunt,  of  the  Fuller  &  Fuller  Company  : 

" 'The  effect  of  the  Association's  work  has  been  verv  beneficial.  The 
druggists  are  selling  goods  in  as  large  quantities  as  ever,  and  they  are 
getting  better  prices.  This  makes  collections  better,  and  proves  that  the 
plans  of  the  Association  are  for  the  best  interests  not  only  of  the  retail- 
ers, but  of  the  jobbers  also.' 

"W.  C.  Shurtleff,  Morrison,  Plummer  &  Company: 

"  'Our  collections  have  been  good  for  several  years,  so  from  that  I  can- 
not draw  conclusions,  but  that  the  results  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  plans  in 
Chicago  are  beneficial,  anyone  can  prove  for  himself  by  talking  with  the 
druggists.  They  are  getting  more  money  for  their  goods.  These  asso- 
ciations bring  them  together  and  they  get  acquainted  with  one  another, 
building  up  a  spirit  of  confidence  and  good-will.  This  in  itself  is  a  good 
result,  and  lays  the  foundation  for  whatever  the  future  may  hold  for  the 
organization.' 

"Porter  B.  Fitzgei-ald,  Morrison,  Plummer  &  Company: 

"'In  the  country  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  smoothed  over  the  frictions  and 
difficulties  that  from  time  to  time  have  beset  the  trade.  It  has  been  a 
mediator,  and  has  quite  largely  driven  the  cut-rate  evil  out  of  the  coun- 
try districts  around  here  at  least.  Its  effect  has  been  very  beneficial  in- 
deed. I  am  unable  to  speak  for  the  city  department,  as  that  does  not 
come  in  my  division  of  the  w<}rk.' 

"Another  prominent  wholesale  druggist  said  : 

"  'I  am  a  ver^'  modest  boj',  you  know',  so  don't  use  my  name;  but  I  will 
tell  3^ou  this,  that  the  effect  of  the  work  of  the  Association  on  the  local 
retail  drug  trade  has  been  most  marked.  The  druggist  are  making  more 
money  than  thcA'  have  made  for  3'ears.  There  may  be  some  exceptions, 
but  that  is  the  rule,  and  it  is  directly  traceable  to  the  working  of  the  N. 
A.  R.  D.  plans.' 

In  the  following  towns  and  cities  prices  have  been  advanced  as  a 
result  of  the  work  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D :

"A  complete  list  of  all  the  towns  and  cities  in  the  various  states  which 
have  been  lienefited  by  an  advance  in  prices  on  proprietaries  through  the 
agency  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  would  reciuire  considerable  correspondence,  as 
no  effort  to  keep  track  of  these  has  been  made.  The  foregoing  partial  Hst 
of  towns  and  cities  will  suffice  to  indicate  the  wide-spread  distribution 
of  the  localities  wherein  benefits  have  been  received. 

"In  nearly  all  the  localities  visited  by  the  organizers  of  the  Association 
an  advance  is  made  in  the  prices  of  counter  goods  and,  in  many  cases,  in 
prescriptions.  In  these  places  also  better  prices,  if  not  full  prices,  are  al- 
most invariably  decided  upon  for  proprietaries.  The  statements  here 
made  are  also  applicable  to  a  large  number  of  organizations  that  have 
become  affiliated  by  correspondence."

TRADE-MARKS. 

(  By   I'rofessor  B.   V.   Howel 


When  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  adopted,  there  were 
no  trade-mark  laws  in  England  that  we  could  model  ours  after.  The 
right  of  property  in  a  trade-mark,  and  the  right  to  protect  this  l)y 
injunction  were  asserted  by  Lord  Mansfield  about  1782,*  and  later  by 
Lord  H;idon  about  1802.t  There  were  no  cases  involving  trade-marks 
in  this  country  before  1825.  A  general  policy  of  protecting  a  good  will 
and  a  trade  name  was  then  recognized.  At  this  time,  however,  the  court 
refused  to  protect  Thompson  in  the  use  of  the  word  "Thompsonian"  to 
designate  his  remedies  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  patented  and 
the  term  was  generic.  Again,  in  184-7  it  was  held  thaf'Wistar's  Balsam 
of  Wild  Cherry"  was  a  quack  medicine  and  refused  protection  because  its 
ingredients  and  their  action  were  not  made  known,  and  because  of  the 
incongruous  list  of  diseases  for  which  it  was  recommended. 

The  first  injunction  was  by  Judge  Story  in  1844,  in  favor  of  the  manu- 
facturers of  "Taylor's  Persian  Thread,"  whose  owners  were  Englishmen, 
when  their  rights  in  their  trade-mark  and  name  were  infringed.  This 
was  the  precedent  followed  afterwards,  by  England  and  Germany,  for 
afiurding  the  same  jn-otection  to  foreign  friends  as  to  citizens. 


At  first  the  laws  were  simple,  but  increased  trade  and  multiplicity  of 
trade-marks  soon  created  a  perfect  network  of  doctrines  involving 
countless  numbers  of  cases.  The  policy  of  the  courts  (just  as  with  the 
patent  laws)  was  at  first  on  narrow  and  technical  lines.  To  keep  pace 
with  the  world's  progressive  stride,  the  question  seems  to  have  been 
shorn  of  these  narrow  and  technical  interpretations  and  to  outline 
simply  an  equitable  protection  in  order  to  promote  fair  trade.  When  m 
olden  times  people  bought  direct  from  the  manufacturer  there  was  not 
so  much  need  for  protection.  In  our  time  when  we  purchase  from  the 
sec(ind,  third,  or  fourth  hand,  when  drummers  and  advertising  are  relied 
on  so  largely  for  selling,  when  whole  fortunes  are  wrapped  up  in  some 
apparently  insignificant  device,  monogram,  or  trade-marked  names,  we 
see  the  greater  need  for  protection  and  the  greater  temptation  for  the 
unscrupulous  imitator  to  pre3^  on  others'  reputations. 

The  property  right  in  trade -marks  has  been  reinforced  also  by  recogni- 
tion in  legislative  action.    To  forge   or  counterfeit  a  trade-mark  was

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made  a  misdeincaiior  in  England  in  1862.  Laws  for  reo-/s£er//2^  trade- 
marks Ijecame  necessar}^  to  protect  the  public  and  those  owning  and 
apph-ing  for  them.  We  passed  this  law  in  1870.  England  followed  our 
example  in  1875.  Our  law  was  later  declared  unconstitutional  because 
it  was  not  within  the  limits  of  the  power  granted  to  Congress.  It  was 
thought  to  have  had  the  power  from  the  constitutional  right  to  legislate 
in  regard  to  copyrights  and  patents.  The  difference  will  be  seen  by  the 
definition  of  the  latter:  "a  new  and  useful  discovery,  the  product  of  the 
action  of  the  human  mind,"  etc.  Trade-marks  are  not  necessarily  new, 
and  are  frequently  merely  fanciful  or  arbitrary'  devices.  In  this  trouble 
the  Supreme  Court  suggested  a  remedy-,  that  Congress  might  have  the 
power  to  establish  a  law  for  trade-marks  under  the  commerce  clause  in 
the  Constitution,  provided  the  goods  were  articles  of  trade,  first, 
between  States,  or,  second,  between  foreign  nations,  or,  third,  between 
the  Indian  tribes,  and  we  have  these  laws  and  regulations.  Notice  that 
ths  inter-state  commerce  as  suggested  was  not  embraced  in  this  law, 
although  it  seems  constitutional  and  desirable: 

"An  Act  to  authorize  the  registration  of  Trade-marks  and  protect  the 
same. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  owners  of  trade-marks 
used  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations  or  with  the  Indian  tribes,  pro- 
vided such  owners  shall  be  domiciled  in  the  United  States  or  located  in 
any  foreign  country  or  tribes,  which,  by  treaty,  convention,  or  law, 
affords  similar  privileges  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  may  obtain 
registration  of  such  trade-marks  b^'  complying  with  the  following  re- 
quirements : 

First.  B}^  causing  to  be  recorded  in  the  Patent  Office  a  statement 
specifying  name,  domicile,  location,  and  citizenship  of  the  party  applying; 
the  class  of  merchandise,  and  the  particular  description  of  goods  com- 
jjrised  in  such  class  to  which  the  particular  trade-mark  has  been  appro- 
priated ;  a  description  of  the  trade-mark  itself,  with  facsimiles  thereof, 
and  a  statement  of  the  mode  in  which  the  same  is  applied  and  aflfixed  to 
goods,  and  the  length  of  time  during  which  the  trade-mark  has  been 
used. 

Second.  By  i)aying  into  the  Treasur}^  of  tlio  United  States  tlic  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  complying  with  such  regulations  as  may  l)e 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  (jf  Patents. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  application  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section  must, 
in  order  to  create  any  right  whatever  in  favor  of  the  party  filing  it,  be 
accompanied  by  a  written  declaration  verified  by  the  person,  or  by  a 
member  of  a  firm,  or  by  an  officer  of  a  corporation  applying,  to  the  effect 
that  such  party  lias  at  tlie  time  a  right  to  the  use  of  the  trade-mark 
sought  to  be  registered,  and  tliat  no  other  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
has  the  right  to  such  use,  eitlier  in  the  identical  form  or  in  any  such  near 
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resemblance  thereto  as  niioiht  be  calculated  to  deceive;  that  such  trade- 
mark is  used  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations  or  Indian  tribes,  as  above 
indicated;  and  that  the  description  and  facsimiles  presented  for  registry 
truly  represent  the  trade-mark  sought  to  be  registered. 

Sec.  3.  That  tlie  time  of  tlie  receipt  of  an^-  such  application  shall  l^e 
noted  and  recorded.  But  no  alleged  trade-mark  shall  be  I'egistered  unless 
the  sanie  appear  to  be  lawfully  used  as  such  b}^  the  applicant  in  foreign 
commerce  or  commerce  with  Indian  tribes,  as  above  mentioned,  or  is 
within  the  provision  of  a  treat3',  convention,  or  declaration  with  a 
foreign  power;  nor  which  is  identical  with  a  registered  or  known  trade- 
mark owned  by  another,  and  appropriate  to  the  same  class  of  merchan- 
dise, or  which  so  nearly-  resembles  some  other  person's  lawful  trade-mark 
as  to  be  likel3'  to  cause  confusion  or  mistake  in  the  mind  of  the  public,  or 
to  deceive  purchasers.  In  an  application  for  registration  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents  shall  decide  the  presumptive  lawfulness  of  claim  to  the 
alleged  trade-mark;  and  in  any  dispute  l)etween  an  applicant  and  a 
previous  registrant,  or  between  applicants,  he  shall  follow,  so  far  as  the 
same  ma_v  be  applicable,  the  practice  of  courts  of  e(iuit3^  of  the  United 
States  in  analogous  cases. 

Skc.  4-.  That  certificates  of  registry  of  trade-marks  shall  be  issued  in 
the  name  ot  the  United  States  of  America,  under  the  seal  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Patents, 
and  a  record  thereof,  together  with  jjHnted  copies  of  the  specifications, 
shall  be  kept  in  books  for  that  purpose.  Copies  of  trade-marks  and  of 
statements  and  declarations  filed  therewith,  and  certificates  of  registry 
so  signed  and  sealed  shall  be  evidence  in  any  suit  in  which  such  trade- 
marks shall  be  brought  into  controversy-. 

Sec.  ,").  That  certificate  of  registry  shall  remain  in  force  for  thirty 
3'ears  from  its  date,  except  in  cases  where  the  trade-mark  is  claimed  for 
and  applied  to  articles  not  manufactured  in  this  country,  and  in  which 
it  receives  protection  under  the  laws  of  a  foreign  country  for  a  shorter 
period,  in  which  case  it  shall  cease  to  have  an_v  force  in  this  country  by 
virtue  of  this  act  at  the  time  such  trade-mark  ceases  to  be  exclusive 
property'  elsewhere.  At  an}-^  time  during  the  six  months  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  thirty  years  such  registration  may  be  renewed 
on  the  same  terms  and  for  a  like  period. 

Sec.  6.  That  applicants  for  registration  under  this  act  shall  be  credited 
for  any  fee  or  part  of  a  fee  heretofore  paid  into  the  Treasurj' of  the  United 
States  with  intent  to  procure  protection  for  the  same  trade-mark. 

Sec.  7.  That  registration  of  a  trade-mark  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  ownership.  Anv  person  who  shall  reproduce,  counterfeit,  copy,  or 
colorabh'  imitate  an}'  trade-mark  registered  under  this  act  and  aftix  the 
same  to  merchandise  of  substantially  the  same  descriptive  properties  as 
those  descrilied  in  the  registration  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  on  the 
case  for  damages  for  the  wrongful  use  of  said  trade-mark  at  the  suit  of 
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tlie  owner  thereof;  and  the  party  aggrieved  shall  also  have  his  remedy 
accordinij  to  the  course  of  equity-  to  enjoin  the  wrongful  use  of  such 
trade-mark  used  in  foreign  commerce  or  commerce  with  Indian  tribes,  as 
aforesaid,  and  to  recover  compensation  therefor  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  over  the  person  guilty  of  such  wrongful  act ;  and  courts  of 
the  United  States  shall  have  original  and  appellate  jvirisdiction  in  such 
cases  without  regard  to  the  amount  in  controvers}-. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  action  or  suit  shall  be  maintained  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  in  any  case  when  the  trade-mark  is  used  in  any  unlawful  busi- 
ness or  upon  any  article  injurious  in  itself,  or  which  mark  has  been  used 
with  the  design  of  deceiving  the  public  in  the  purchase  of  merchandise, 
or  under  any  certificate  of  registrj^  fraudulently  obtained. 

Sec.  9.  That  an3^  person  who  shall  procure  the  registry  of  a  trade- 
mark, in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents,  by  a  false  or  fraud- 
ulent representation  or  declaration,  orally  or  in  writing,  or  by  any 
fraudulent  means,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  damages  sustained  in 
consequence  thereof  to  the  injured  part^-,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  on 
the  case. 

Sec.  10.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent,  lessen,  impeach,  or 
avoid  any  remedy  at  law  or  in  equity  which  any  party  aggrieved  b3' 
any  wrongful  use  of  an3-  trade-mark  might  have  had  if  the  provisions  of 
this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sec.  11.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  unfavorabl3' 
affecting  a  claim  to  a  trade-mark  after  the  term  of  registration  shall 
have  expired  ;  nor  to  give  cognizance  to  anx'  court  of  the  United  States 
in  an  action  or  suit  between  citizens  of  the  same  State,  unless  the  trade- 
mark in  controvers3'  is  used  on  goods  intended  to  be  transported  to  a 
foreign  countr3-,  or  in  lawful  commercial  intercourse  with  an  Indian 
tribe. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  is  authorized  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  and  prescribe  forms  for  the  transfer  of  the  right  to 
use  trade-marks  and  for  recording  such  transfers  in  his  office. 

Sec.  13.  That  citizens  and  residents  of  this  countn,^  wishing  the  pro- 
tection of  trade-marks  in  any  foreign  country,  the  laws  of  which  retjuire 
registration  here  as  a  condition  precedent  to  getting  such  protection 
there,  mav  register  their  trade-marks  for  that  purpose  as  is  above 
allowed  to  foreigners,  and  have  certificate  thereof  from  the  Patent  Office. 

Approved  March  3,  1881." 


WHO   .MAY   KKGISTER   -V   TRADE-MARK. 

"Sec.  1G.  a  trade-mark  ma3-  be  registered  by  an3'^  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  domiciled  in  the  United  States  or  located  in  any  foreign 
countrv  which,  bv  treatv,  convention,  or  law,  affords  similar  privileges 
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to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  who  is  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use 
of  any  trade-mark  and  uses  the  same  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations 
or  with  Indian  tribes. 

Also,  by.an3'  citizen  or  resident  of  this  country  wishing  the  protection 
of  the  trade-mark  in  any  foreign  country  the  laws  of  which  require 
registration  in  the  United  States  as  a  condition  precedent  upon  the 
payment  of  the  fee  required  by  law  and  other  due  proceedings  had. 

Sec.  17.  Owners  of  trade-marks  for  which  protection  has  been  sought 
l)y  registering  them  in  the  Patent  Office  under  the  Act  of  July  8,  1870, 
(declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
1(3  O.  G.,  999),  may  register  the  same  for  the  same  goods,  without  fee. 
With  each  application  of  this  character  a  specific  reference  to  the  date 
and  number  of  the  former  certificate  is  required. 

Sec.  18.  Applicants  whose  cases  were  filed  under  the  act  of  1870, 
either  ]irior  to  or  since  the  decision  of  the  Su]:)reme  Court  declaring  it 
unconstitutional,  which  are  now  pending  before  the  office,  must  prepare 
tlieir  applications  in  conformity  with  the  present  law  and  rules.  On  the 
receipt  of  such  an  application,  referring  to  the  date  of  the  one  formerly 
filed,  all  fees  paid  thereon  will  be  duly  applied.  Those  who  have  paid 
only  $10  as  a  first  fee  are  advised  that  the  law  does  not  provide  for  a 
division  of  the  legal  fee  of  $25,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  entire  fee 
is  recjuired  before  the  application  can  be  examined. 

Sec.  19.  No  trade-mark  will  be  registered  unless  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  that  the  same  is  used  as  such  by  the  applicant  in  commerce 
between  the  United  States  and  some  foreign  nation  or  Indian  tribe,  or  is 
within  the  provisions  of  a  treaty,  convention,  or  declaration  with  a 
foreign  power,  or  which  is  merely  the  name  of  the  apphcant,  or  which  is 
identical  with  a  known  or  registered  trade-mark  owned  by  another  and 
appropriated  to  the  same  class  of  merchandise,  or  which  so  nearly 
resembles  some  other  person's  lawful  trade-mark  as  to  be  likely  to  cause 
confusion  in  the  mind  of  the  public  or  to  deceive  purchasers,  or  which  is 
merely  descriptive  in  its  nature,  or  which  is  pi-imarily  geographical." 

This  law  is  not  altogether  satisfactory,  and  is  relied  on  chiefly  to  show 
that  such  a  trade-mark  has  been  selected  and  used.  State  trade-mark 
laws  as  passed  by  the  different  States  vary  to  such  a  degree  that  very 
little  benefit  has  been  derived,  and  our  national  law  is  not  so  severe  as 
those  of  manj^  foreign  countries. 

recent  trend  of  opinions. 

I.  All  devices  and  names  cannot  be  exclusively  appropriated  by  an 
individual.  Anything  entirely  new  and  fanciful  may  be  taken.  For 
example,  we  have  the  following  recently  registered,  the  essential  feature 
being  given  below : 

1.  "Watforich"  in  connection  with  certain  dyeing  and  cleaning  mate- 
rials. 
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2.  "Horo-menth"  for  a  brand  of  cough  drops. 

3.  "Yu-Kan,"  the  essential  ieature  on  certain  proprietary  medicines. 

4.  A  double  or  Lorraine  cross,  applied  to  certain  salves  and  ointments. 

5.  "Hunyadi,"  neither  descriptive  nor  geographical,  was  properly 
registered.* 

II.  Also  the  arbitrary  use  of  old  words,  and  of  letters  may  be  regis- 
tered as  a  trade-mark : 

1.  "Great  Seal,"  to  apply  to  preparations  of  tasteless  castor  oil, 
essences,  oils,  vazalatum,  etc. 

2.  Representation  of  a  clock  and  the  words  "Twelve  Hour,"  on  cough 
cures,  corn  cures,  etc. 

3.  "C.  A.  W.,"  on  headache  tablets. 

4.  "Red  Star  Shirts,"  on  a  certain  brand  of  shirts. 

III.  Common  words  used  in  their  ordinary  sense  cannot  be  trade- 
marked.  Therefore  descriptive  words,  indicating  the  composition  or 
describing  the  article,  are  not  valid  trade-marks.  For  example,  "Catarrh 
Cure,"  "Fever  Cure,"  "Lung  Balsam,"  "Blood  Tonic,"  are  not  registered 
as  trade-marks. 

IV.  Words  indicating  quality  or  superiority  cannot  be  trade-marked, 
as  "Peerless,"  "Excelsior,"  "Superior,"  "Superfine,"  "Refined,"  etc. 

Very  fine  discriminations  have  been  made  here,  for  instance,  "Iron 
Bitters,"!  "Acid  Phosphate, "$  have  been  decided  not  subject  to  trade- 
mark registration,  while  "Fiber  Chamois,"  §  "  Cocaine,"  ||  "Bromo- 
Caffeine,"11  were  held  to  be  valid  trade-marks. 

An  interesting  case  is  the  California  Syrup  of  Figs.^  Courts  ruled  the 
terms  descriptive  and  not  a  valid  trade-mark.  The  answer  was  that 
"Syrup  of  Figs"  was  a  fanciful  name,  there  being  little  if  any  of  the  syrup 
of  figs  in  the  preparation.  The  courts  then  refused  protection,  because 
if  this  was  so  the  public  were  being  deceived,  and  they  would  not  protect 
a  deception.  The  next  move  was  to  state  that  the  SA'rup  of  figs  is  used 
for  the  flavoring  only  and  protection  tlius  sought. 

The  letters  "A.C.  A."  of  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Co.  was  held  to 
simply  denote  grade,  and  were  not  a  valid  trade-mark./  Also  the  New 
York  Court  held  that  the  numbers  "303"  on  Gillott's  pens  were  a  valid 
trade-mark,  |  the  test  in  these  cases  being  to  ascertain  if  the  words  are

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descriptive  or  arbitrary  in  order  to  indicate  the  origin  or  maker  of  the 
goods. 

V.  Ordinary  surnames  cannot  be  registered  as  trade-marks.*  Exclu- 
sive right  to  a  proper  name  is  not  admitted.  Those  who  rightly  own 
that  name  can  use  it,  though  no  one  may  assume  it  to  benefit  thereby  at 
another's  expense.  For  instance,  any  Brown  can  make  "Brown's  Iron 
Tonic, "t  or  a  Smith  make  "Smith's  Cough  Drops."  William  Rogers,  the 
original  cutlery  makers,  had  no  right  to  prevent  another  William  Rogers 
from  using  his  own  name,t  and  A.  W.  Faber  had  no  right  to  prevent 
another  Faber§  from  putting  his  name  on  his  pencils. 

VI.  Geographical  names  are  not  properly  an  object  of  exclusive  indi- 
vidual ownership,  but  to  a  limited  ownership  of  those  living  in  that 
place,  locality,  district,  etc.     Examples : 

1.  "Lackawanna"  cannot  be  used  as  a  trade-mark  for  coal.ll 

2.  "Columbia"  cannot  be  used  as  a  trade-mark  for  flour.H 

3.  The  word  "Gibraltar"  was  refused  registration,  as  the  representing 
of  strength  is  secondary  to  its  geographical  meaning."  "Dublin  Soap,"/ 
"Vienna  Bread,"  made  in  America  were  protected  because  their  use  here 
is  fanciful,  not  geograpical. 

VII.  The  trade-mark  limitations  would  seem  necessarily  to  apply  to 
peculiar  forms,  shapes,  or  colors,  and  these  when  used  in  connection  with 
a  trade-mark  are  patented. ' 

VIII.  It  has  been  held  by  the  cor.rts  that  words  that  could  have  been 
trade-marked,  but  associated  with  a  patent  when  the  patent  expires, 
both  the  patent  and  the  name  by  which  the  product  is  alone  known 
belong  to  the  public.  Observe  the  case  of  Castoria  and  how  it  is  now 
re-advertised. 

IX.  A  word  referring  to  a  party  cannot  be  used  without  his  consent. 
A  muscular  arm  supporting  a  weight  with  the  word  "Sandow"  above, 
held  by  implication  to  refer  to  the  athlete  Sandow  and  refused  registra- 
tion in  absence  of  his  consent  to  its  use.{ 

The  applicant  contended  that  the  word  was  a  fanciful  one  indicating 
strength  and  had  been  registered  previously  on  other  goods.  The  court 
held  that  the  primary  characteristic  was  that  of  a  surname,  and  that 
from  reasons  set  forth  in  ex  parte  Henderson,  C.  D.,  1898,  647,  85  O.  G., 
450,  that  if  an  article  is  not  propei'ly  registrable  registration  should  be

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refused  even   if  it  had   previously   been  registered  on  another  elass  of 
goods. 

X.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Conimissiouer  to  decide  whether  a  trade-mark 
is  registerable  or  not,  and  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  require 
him  to  register  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  it  is  his  duty  to  decide 
and  that  mandamus  does  not  lie  to  control  his  action.*  The  word  to  be 
registered  wa,s  "Ever-Ready"  in  connection  with  coffee  mills.  A  prece- 
dent in  this  case  was  Seymour  vs.  South  Carolina  (C.  D.,  1894-,  174). 

MISCELLANEOUS  CASES. 

"Gold  Drop"  was  held  to  be  an  infringement  of  "Gold  Dust"  washing 
powder,  although  the  lal)els,  character  of  symbols,  and  size  of  package 
were  difterent.t 

We  have  a  very  interesting  exposition  of  the  modern  trend  of  decisions 
in  the  case  of  Fuller  vs.  Huff  et  al.t  The  decision  of  this  case  brings  out 
many  of  the  points  before  mentioned. 

The  case  is  as  follows:  In  1875  Fuller  commenced  to  sell  in  New  York 
food  products  under  the  name  "Health  Food  Company."  Has  con- 
tinued same,  expending  $75,000  to  $100,000  in  advertising.  Has  about 
fifty  articles  under  this  name  and  various  agencies  throughout  the  United 
States. 

One  Kellogg  took  charge  of  Battle  Creek  Sanitorium  of  Michigan  and 
recommended  and  sold  cereals  under  the  name  "Sanitorium  Foods."  In 
1881  nineteen  different  articles  were  made.  In  1888  the  food  manufac- 
torA'  was  made  a  separate  department  under  the  name  "Sanitarium 
Food  Co.,"  which  advertised  itself  as  "Sanitarium  Health  Food  Co."  in 
April,  1893.  The  package  had  "Health  Food  Co."  in  large  letters  and 
"Sanitarium"  above,  and  in  smaller  t^-pe  under  the  name  "Battle  Creek, 
Mich."  The  packages  do  not  imitate  in  external  appearance  the  style 
of  the  packages  of  the  complainant,  Fuller.  At  a  food  exhibit  the  two 
had  booths  near  each  other.  The  signs  were  "Health  Food  Co."  and 
"Health  Food  Co.,  Battle  Creek,  Mich."  The  complainant  remonstrated 
with  Huff,  representative  of  the  latter,  in  the  use  of  the  name,  and  Hufl 
promised  to  call  the  attention  of  his  companj-  to  the  complaint.  The 
name  was  still  used.  Circuit  Court  dismissed  bill  on  the  ground  that  the 
business  labels  were  clearly  distinguishable. 

I  quote  the  case  in  detail  because  it  shows  the  wider  view  of  unfair 
trade  held  in  regard  to  trade-mark  cases.     The  decision  is  as  follows: 

1.  Descriptive. — The  term  "Health  Food"  means  healthy  food  or  health 
producing  food,  is  therefore  descriptive  of  quality  and  cannot  be  a  tech- 
nical trade-mark  either  with  or  without  the  word  "Company"  any  more 
than  the  words  "Nutritious  Wines"  can  be  a  valid  trade-mark.

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2.  Unfair  Competition. — The  law  of  unfair  competition  is  that  when  a 
mark,  name  or  phrase  has  licen  so  used  l)y  a  person  in  connection  with 
his  business  or  articles  of  merchandise  as  to  become  identified  therewith 
and  indicate  to  the  public  that  such  articles  emanate  from  him,  the  law 
will  prohilnt  others  from  so  using  it  as  to  lead  others  to  1)elieve  that  the 
articles  they  sell  are  his  or  as  to  obtain  the  l)enefit  of  the  market  he  has 
built  up  thereunder. 

3.  Long  Continued  Use. — The  courts  in  considering  the  use  by  com- 
petitors of  the  name  under  which  a  I'ival  has  previously  gained  a  business 
reputation,  although  the  name  is  not  strictly  a  trade-mark,  have 
attached  great  importance  to  long  continued  and  exclusive  priority  of 
use  and  have  demanded  a  high  order  of  commercial  integrity  and  have 
frowned  upon  all  fUching  attempts  to  obtain  the  reputation  of  anothei".* 

4.  Different  Style  of  Package. — If  a  trade  name  has  been  so  identified 
with  the  business  of  a  manufacturer  as  to  inform  the  public  that  the 
name  upon  goods  means  that  they  are  the  product  of  that  person,  and 
another  adopts  and  displays  the  name  it  is  not  material  that  he  has  not 
also  adopted  the  particular  dress  in  which  his  predecessor  has  presented 
his  goods. 

5.  Unfair  Competition — Continuance  After  Notice. — Although  the  intent 
of  the  defendant  when  it  commenced  the  use  of  the  name  may  have  been 
innocent,  the  continuance  after  it  had  learned  of  the  complainant's  prior 
use  indicates  its  deliberate  intention  to  use  the  name  without  reference 
to  the  complainant's  possible  prior  rights.! 

G.  Liability  to  Deceive. — It  is  not  necessary  to  show  that  a  person  had 
actually  1)een  deceived  whore  a  manifest  liabilitA-  to  deception  exists. i 

Also  wc  have  trade  names  distinguished  from  trade-marks.  There  are 
two  kinds  of  trade-marks — one  of  peculiar  pictui'es,  labels  or  symbols, 
the  other  in  the  use  of  a  name.  The  first  appeals  to  the  eye  and  the 
second  to  the  ear.  To  constitute  infringement  of  a  trade  name  it  is  not 
necessary  that  there  should  l)e  similarity  in  appearance,  but  merely  such 
similarity  in  names  that  the  ordinary  purchaser,  having  no  knowledge 
of  the  appearance  oi  the  package  or  label,  Avould  be  deceived  by  the  name 
and  induced  to  purchase  an  article  under  one  name  supposing  it  to  be 
the  other.  It  was  held  that  "Gold  Drop"  used  to  designate  washing 
powder  is  an  infringement  of  the  trade-mark  or  trade  name  "Gold  Dust," 
notwithstanding  th*t  labels,  character  of  symbols  and  size  of  packages 
were  not  alike. § 

Thus  we  see  that  the  laws  are  being  consti-ued  to  promote  "fair  trade" 
and  show  a  tendency  to  eliminate  the  unfairness  that  might  be  practiced 
as  technically  lawful.

TABLETS. 

(Bv  P.  C.  Gray,  Dep't  Pharmacy,  U.  N.  C.) 

Tablets  or  Tablet-Troches,  as  they  are  sometimes  called,  are  minute 
disk-like  masses  of  medicinal  substances  or  powders,  the  base  of  which  is 
sugar  of  milk  or  powdered  sugar.  The  powder  is  held  together  and  the 
tablets  retain  their  shape  through  the  adhesion  of  the  iDarticles  developed 
by  the  use  of  a  volatile  liquid. 

Tablets  were  first  made  bj'  Dr.  Robert  M.  Fuller.  Neither  process  nor 
apparatus  were  joatented,  hence  Pharmacists  owe  a  great  debt  to  Dr. 
Fuller.  The\^  have  been  extensively  manufactured  since  Dr.  Fuller's  first 
communication  on  them,  which  was  in  1878.  It  is  a  neat  and  ingenious 
method  whereby-  many  medicines  can  be  satisfactorily  administei-ed. 

Tablets  consist  of  the  medicine  which,  if  a  dr_v  solid,  has  been  triturated 
wnth  sugar  of  milk  until  a  thorough  and  complete  division  and  distribu- 
tion of  it  has  been  made.  In  the  case  of  pasty  or  fluid  bodies,  these  are 
mixed  in  a  wet  state  with  sugar  of  milk,  the  whole  dried,  then  finely 
subdivided  by  trituration.  The  powder  in  either  form  is  then  made  into 
a  pasty  mass  with  varying  proportions  of  alcohol  and  water  or  other 
suitable  menstrua.  This  is  then  moulded  into  tablets  of  uniform  size 
and  weight.  This  is  done  by  pressing  this  paste  into  perforations  made 
into  a  plate  of  hard  rubber,  glass  or  other  suitable  material;  rubber,  I 
think,  is  the  best.  These  holes  are  of  a  uniform  diameter  and  the  plate 
must  have  a  uniform  thickness  throughout.  The  number  of  holes  in  the_ 
plate  is  determined  bj'  the  number  of  the  tablets  wanted,  plates  having 
been  made  with  as  many  as  three  hundred  perforations.  They  don't 
usually  make  under  fift3^  The  tablets  made  by  use  of  various  plates 
weigh  from  one-half  grain  to  four  grains. 

In  order  to  remove  the  tablets  from  the  holes  in  which  they  are  made 
a  plate  is  used  which  is  studded  with  as  many  pegs  as  the  corresponding 
plate  has  perforations.  These  pegs  are  longer  than  the  upper  or  cor- 
responding plate  is  thick  tvnd  are  so  so  arranged  as  to  exactly  fit  the 
perforations  of  the  upper  plate.  Two  pegs  still  longer  and  thicker  are 
placed  at  the  ends  so  that  when  they  are  inserted  in  corresponding  holes 
in  upper  plate  the  other  pegs  and  perforations  fit  exacth'. 

To  fill  the  mould  place  the  upper  plate  on  a  pill  tile  or  plate  of  glass. 
The  paste  is  then  spread  upon  the  surface  of  the  mould  and  rubbed  into 
the  perforations  with  a  spatula  of  horn  or  some  substance  that  will  not 
be  attacked  by  medicine.  When  all  the  perforatitms  are  filled  the  excess 
of  paste  is  1)rushed  off,  then  this  plate  is  placed  over  the  plate  with  the 
peg  and  pressed  down  firmly  till  the  plates  come  together  and  a  tablet 
rests  upon  each  peg;  this  is  then  set  aside,  to  allow  the  tablets  to  dry 
sufficiently  to  handle. 

The  formula  for  each  separate  combination  is  arrived  at  in  the  follow- 
ing way:  The  mould  is  filled  with  finely  divided  sugar  of  milk  which  has 
been  made  into  a  past3'  mass  with  diluted  alcohol.    The  taljlets  are  then 
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pressed  from  the  mould,  thoroughly  dried  and  then  weighed.  This 
weight  is  generally  one  hundred  and  thirty  grains  for  one  hundred 
tablets.  That  is  the  proportion.  This  will  of  course  vary  with  different 
sized  moulds.  The  weight  of  the  plain  sugar  of  milk  is  sHghtly  increased 
with  the  increased  solvent  action  of  the  menstrum,  as  more  of  the  sugar 
of  milk  enters  solution,  making  the  tablets  more  compact. 

The  next  step  is  to  ascertain  how  much  sugar  of  milk  must  be  omitted 
from  the  previously  ascertained  amount  in  order  to  make  room  for  the 
medicinal  constituents.  For  this  purpose  one  hundred  and  thirty-  grains 
of  sugar  of  milk  are  weighed  off,  which  is  equivalent  to  one  hundred  (100) 
finished  tablets  of  plain  sugar  of  milk.  From  this  one  hundred  and  thirty 
grains  (130)  a  bulk  is  taken,  equivalent,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  that  of 
the  substance  to  be  incorporated  and  its  weight  noted.  The  active 
ingredient,  if  a  dry  solid,  is  now  mixed  with  the  remaining  portion  of 
sugar  of  milk  by  thorough  trituration.  Solid  extracts,  fluid  extracts, 
tinctures  and  all  fluids  are  mixed  with  the  remaining  sugar  of  milk,  and 
if  necessary  use  water  or  some  otlier  menstruum  to  get  in  condition,  so 
they  can  be  thoroughly  mixed,  then  the  mass  is  dried  and  powdered. 
After  mixture  has  been  made,  dried  and  thoroughly  triturated,  it  is 
made  into  mass  with  suitable  menstruum  and  moulded,  care  being  to 
scrape  mortar  and  pestle  clean  in  order  not  to  waste  any  material;  the 
tal)lets  are  then  carefully  dried.  If  there  be  any  mass  in  excess  of  that 
reciuircd  for  the  one  hundred  tablets,  it  shows  that  not  enough  sugar  of 
milk  was  taken  from  the  original  one  hundred  and  thirty  grains.  The 
weight  of  this  excess  is  generally  equal  to  that  of  an  equal  bulk  of  milk 
sugar,  hence  it  will  only  ])e  necessar^^  at  next  time  to  remove  as-  much 
more  milk  sugar  as  the  bulk  of  this  excess  amounts  to. 

If  there  should  be  less  than  one  hundred  tablets,  the  weight  of  the 
number  deficient  is  ascertained  by  determining  the  average  weight  of  the 
finished  tablets  and  deducting  the  calculated  weight  of  the  missing 
ta1)lets  from  the  weight  of  the  bulk  of  sugar  of  milk  originally  separated. 
At  the  next  trial  the  amount  of  milk  sugar  removed  from  the  original 
one  hundred  and  thirty  grains  should  be  as  much  less  as  the  weight  of 
the  missing  taialets  amounts  to. 

The  menstruum  selected  for  making  tablets  should  possess  a  slight 
solvent  action  upon  one  or  more  of  the  ingredients,  but  the  latter  should 
not  be  too  freel3^  soluble,  since  the  mass  is  then  moulded  with  difficulty 
and  the  tablets  are  likely  to  be  uneven.  Sometimes  they  crack  and  are 
very  hard.  It  should  possess  sufficient  solvent  action  to  make  a  firm  yet 
not  too  hard  a  tablet,  one  that  will  hold  firmly  together  when  shaken  in 
vial  and  which  should  readily  disintegrate  upon  the  addition  of  water. 
For  tablets  composed  almost  entii-ely  ot  milk  sugar,  a  menstruum  of  three 
volumes  of  alcohol  and  one  volume  of  water  is  preferable.  For  bodies 
insoluble  in  alcohol  the  proportion  of  water  is  raised  in  proportion  to 
the  increase  of  the  active  ingredient.  In  the  case  of  fluid  extracts  and 
tinctures  thorough  trituration  with  the  sugar  of  milk  is  generally  suffi- 
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cieut  to  produce  a  homogenious  mass  for  drying.  Solid  extracts  produce 
more  difficult)\  If  water  is  to  he  used  for  the  diluent,  not  more  than  the 
absolute  amount  required  should  be  used,  since  any  excess  will  cause  the 
mass  to  form  lumps  or  cakes  and  render  the  subsequent  drying  difficult. 
After  the  mass  is  dried  it  must  be  powdered  before  being  moulded. 
Water  is  not  good  to  make  up  the  mass  of  extracts,  as  it  will  make  it 
too  sticky.  Alcohol  alone  is  not  adapted  to  this,  as  the  aquous  extracts 
abstract  the  water  from  alcohol.  The  best  menstruum  for  extracts  is 
three  volumes  of  alcohol  and  one  volume  of  chloroform.  Tablets  should, 
not  be  left  in  mould  over  ten  minutes,  because  if  they  are  allowed  to  dry 
in  the  mould  they  cannot  be  pressed  from  it  without  crumbling.  I  think 
the  sooner  they  are  gotten  out  of  the  mould  the  better,  as  the  tablets 
will  dry  more  evenly  and  are  smoother. 

Tablets  are  becoming  to  be  universally  used ;  it  seems  that  they  have 
come  to  stay.  The  pharmacist  may  argue  against  them  and  may  even 
convince  a  thinking  physician  that  many  combinations  are  offered  in 
tablet  form  that  do  not  give  the  best  results  of  the  drugs  in  that  form, 
but  with  the  tablet  nuisance  generally  he  can  do  nothing  more  than 
prepare  to  meet  it.  It  looks  reasonable  that  a  physician  is  working 
directly  against  himself  in  prescribing  tablets,  for  his  patients,  seeing  the 
'  name  of  the  tablets,  can  go  direct  to  the  pharmacist  and  get  more  with- 
out a  prescription  from  the  doctor.  The  pharmacist,  to  be  able  to  keep 
his  ti-ade,  must  be  able  to  supply  these  goods.  I  think  the  best  way  to 
do  this  is  for  the  pharmacist  to  prepare  them  himself.  The  cost  is  not 
large  and  there  is  nothing  about  the  manufacture  of  tablets  that  should 
deter  anv  intelligent  pharmacist  from  undertaking  to  make  them  him- 
self. The  pharmacist,  to  be  able  to  do  this,  should  supply  himself  with 
at  least  two,  and  preferably  three,  tablet  moulds  or  plates.  One  one-half 
grain  mould  for  hypodermic  tablets,  one  one-grain,  and  one  two  or 
three-grain  mould.  These  moulds  don't  cost  ver3'  much;  the  retail  price 
is  $2.25,  1)ut  nearly  all  the  manufacturers  give  a  per  cent.  off.  I  was 
offered  one  by  the  Fraser  Tablet-Triturate  Manufacturing  Company  of 
New  York,  for  $1.50.  The  compressed  tablet  machines,  of  course,  cost 
more,  but  one  will  last  a  long  time  and  can  make  all  sizes  on  the  same 
machine. 

Tablets  are  easy  to  ^jrescribe,  hence  nearh^  all  the  physicians  use  them. 
The  physician  can  read  the  formulas  on  the  bottles  and  does  not  have  to 
hunt  up  a  mixture  or  look  out  for  incompatiljilities.  The  only  way  that 
I  can  see  to  break  him  ot  it  is  for  the  druggist  to  prepare  all  his  tablets 
as  they  are  called  for,  just  as  he  would  fill  a  prescription,  make  powders 
or  pills.  After  making  a  few  he  ought  to  be  able  to  do  it  in  the  sama 
time  he  would  be  filling  a  prescription.  If  he  had  frequent  calls  for  cer- 
tain ta1)lets  he  could  spend  an  hour  and  make  a  few  to  keep  in  stock. 

If  this  was  done  the  manufacturers  would  have  to  quit  their  business, 
and  if  the  pharmacist  had  an  understanding  with  the  ph3-sician  he  could 
fill  the  prescription  as  powders  or  tal)lets,  in  the  following  prescription, 
for  instance: 
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Hydrarg-yri  Chloridi  mit.,  gr.   2 
Pulvis  Ipecacuanhae,  gr.   V4, 

Mom,  gr.   1/4 

Sodii  Bicarl)onatis,  gr.   14 

M.     Make  four  powders  and  take  one  every  half  hour. 

This  could  be  made  into  tablets  as  quickly  as  powders  and  could  take 
one,  two,  or  three,  according  to  size  of  mould  used.  In  this  form  it  could 
be  taken  with  less  taste  and  without  the  trouble  the  powders  would 
cause.  When  you  make  them  yourself  you  always  have  them  fresh  and 
you  know  what  kind  of  drugs  are  put  in  them.  The  following  will  give 
some  idea  of  their  cost  as  compared  with  the  manufacturer's  price: 
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SYRUP  OF  FERROUS  IODIDE. 

(By  Prof.  E.  V.  Howell  ) 

There  are  few  S3'rups  that  have  given  so  much  trouble  to  pharmacists 
or  have  caused  so  much  discussion  as  the  above.  Yet  very  little  that  is 
entirely  new  has  l)een  brought  out  in  anj'  recent  article.  If  the  subject 
like  a  certain  historic  ghost  "'wont  down,"  perhaps  the  following  might 
be  interesting: 

1.  The  plan  to  protect  solution  (;f  Ferrous  Iodide  from  change  b3'  ad- 
dition of  saccharine  matter  originated  with  Al.  Frederking,  of  Riga,  who 
published  a  formula  for  this  pui-pose  in  Buchner's  Repertorium  in  1839. 

2.  The  same  plan  was  set  forth  bj^  Proctor,  in  the  A.  J.  P.,  Ai)rill840. 

3.  In  the  Journal  de  Pharmacie,  March,  1841,  Dr.  Dupasquier,  of 
Lyons,  claims  to  have  made  a  pure  Ferrous  Iodide  protected  by  gum,  as 
early  as  1838. 

4.  A.  T.  Thompson  confirmed  results  of  Proctor  and  Frederking,  and 
prepared  a  strong  syrup  w-hich  was  the  basis  of  that  adopted  by  the 
British  Pharmacopia. 

5.  Professor  Maisch  observed  decomposition  b3' light  and  atmospheric 
oxygen  in  exposed  or  parth^  filled  bottles.  He  noted  that  direct  sunlight 
will  restore  or  lighten  the  color  after  its  chano-e. 

7.  The  addition  of  glycerine  was  proposed  prior  to  1880. 

8.  Debrage  states  that  tartaric  acidonl}'  retards  and  does  not  prevent 
the  change  of  Ferrous  to  Ferric  Iron.  He  recommends  that  white  glass 
bottles  be  used  and  that  thej'  be  kept  in  the  light,  well  corked. 

9.  Dr.  Squibb  in  1868,  A.  J.  P.,  p.  99,  recommends  15-20  drops  of  a 
solution  of  15-20  grains  of  sodium  lu-posulphite  to  restore  the  color  of  a 
pint  if  not  darker  than  brown  cherry-.  The  objection  to  its  use  is  that 
frequenth'  a  fine  precipitate  of  sulphur  is  formed  which  is  difficult  to 
remove. 

10.  Citric  and  tartaric  acids  have  been  used  but  are  olycctionable 
because  of  possilile  chemical  change. 

11.  F.  F.  Judge,  A.J.  P.,  1876,  p.  159,  recommends  hypojjhosphorous 
acid  in  small  amounts  to  restore  the  color. 

12.  Dr.  Chas.  Rice  used  a  stop-cock  1)ottle  and  pure  olive  oil  on  the 
surface  to  jirotcct  from  oxidation. 

13.»A.  J.  Hammar,  Pharmacist  1S76,  p.  99,  proposed  the  use  of  syrup 
to  the  boiling  solution  of  Ferrous  Iodide  liefore  filtering  from  the  excess 
of  iron  wine,  claiming  that  some  of  the  cane  sugar  is  converted  into 
grape  sugar  or  glucose  which  has  greater  protective  power. 
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14.  H.  L.  Meredith  considers  glucose  and  glycerine  both  good  preserv- 
atives. He  states  that  glycerine  prevents  oxidation,  and  that  it  assimi- 
lates iodine  after  separation  into  a  non-irritating  form,  in  which  form  it 
can  be  taken  by  the  system  as  iodine  and  does  not  act  as  iron  prepara- 
tion. He  advises  as  the  better  plan  to  replace  one-half  of  the  syrup  with 
glycerine  rather  than  all  with  glycerine.  He  finds  glucose  the  better 
preventative  in  as  much  as  it  prevents  oxidation  and  reduces  the  iodine 
after  liberation.  His  suggestion  is  substituting  for  cane  sugar  syrup, 
syrup  of  glucose  sp.  gr.  140,  free  from  sulphates  and  chlorides.  Also  if 
the  official  ingredients  be  retained,  he  states  to  insure  a  good  syrup  the 
sugar  must  be  pure,  free  from  ultramarine,  S3'rup prepared  with  distilled 
water  which  must  particularly  be  free  from  ammonia.  The  syrup  must 
have  at  least  sp.  gr.  of  1.35  Proc.  Md.  Ph.  Asso.,  1900,  p.  101-108. 

16.  Dohme  recommends  hyposphorous  acid  (50  per  cent.)  5  cc  to  1000 
cc  finished  syrup.     Proc.  Md.  Ph.  Asso.,  97,  p.  40,  98,  p.  728. 

17.  Hausmann  modifies  Dohme's  suggestion  l)y  reducing  amount  of 
sugar  from  850  grams  to  600  grams  and  substituting  20  cc  dilute  hypo- 
phosphorous  acid  U.  S.  P  for  the  5  cc  phosphorous  acid.  A.  J.  P.  00, 
p.  217. 

18.  Committee  of  Pharmacy  of  Md.  Ph.  Asso.,  comments  favorably 
on  Dohone's  process  and  suggest  addition  of  sugar  to  the  iron,  iodine 
and  water  while  they  are  reacting.     Proc.  Md.  Ph.  Assoc.  98,  p.  74. 

19.  Lyon  suggests  the  use  of  10  per  cent,  glucose  to  displace  part  of 
the  syrup  of  the  U.  S.  P.  preparation  and  shows  official  syrup  so  made 
that  has  kept  six  years  apparently  as  good  as  when  made.  Ph.  J.  00, 
Dec.  755. 

20.  Macy  substitutes  20-25  per  cent,  of  glucose  in  U.  S.  P.  prepara- 
tion.   The  official  preparation  he  states  will  keep  if  exposed  to  sunlight. 

21.  Rock  candy  syrup  also  has  been  proposed  instead  of  official  syrup. 

As  to  the  nature  of  the  change,  nothing  absolutely  definite  has  been 
determined.     Statements  have  been  made  that  the  changes  were: 

1.  Ferrous  to  ferric  iron. 

2.  Free  iodine  liberated. 

3.  Due  to  caramelization  of  the  sugar. 

Hausmau  points  out  that  the  change  is  due  to  caramehzation.  In 
exceptional  cases  only  to  the  oxidation  of  the  iron  salt. 

In  an  examination  of  fifteen  discolored  samples  not  one  reacted  for  the 
ferric  compound.  He  states  that  heat  favors  this  change  and  that 
preparations  made  at  a  temperature  below  the  boiling  point  po§sess 
greater  stabiHt3^    A.  J.  P.,  Jan.,  1901,  17-18. 

For  the  syrup  then  we  have  suggestions:  1st,  To  prevent  changes,  and 
2d,  To  restore  the  color  after  the  change,  which  may  be  summed  up  as 
follows: 
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For  Prevention — 

1.  Small  bottle,  tightly  corked,  well  filled. 

2.  White  glass  bottles. 

3.  Keep  in  light. 

4.  Gh'cerine. 

5.  Saccharine  matter  as  glucose,  rock  candy  syrup,  etc. 

6.  Tartaric  or  citric  acid. 

7.  Hypophosphorous  or  dilute  hypophosphorous  acid. 

To  Restore  Color— 

1.  Direct  sunlight. 

2.  Sodium  hyposulphite. 

3.  Percolation  through  animal  charcoal  for  caramelization. 

4.  Boiling  with  iron  wine. 

I  have  found  reduced  iron  to  remove  color  from  the  discolored  syrup  133^ 
shaking  without  heat.  When  boiled  with  reduced  iron,  objection  is  red- 
dish color  removed  but  only  a  pale  color  remains,  not  the  original  pale- 
green.  After  removing  discoloration  with  reduced  iron  with  and  with- 
out heat,  three  samples  have  remained  for  eighteen  months  exposed  to 
the  air  with  no  further  change.  Below  H^^nson  &  Dunning's  Improved 
Formula  is  given: 

Iodine,  83  grams. 

Iron,  25  grams. 

Sol.  hypophosphorous  acid  (50  per  cent.)  5  cc. 

Sugar  (pure)  576  grams. 

Distilled  water  qs.  to  make  1000  grams,  proceed  according  to  the  U. 
S.  P.  with  these  suggestions.  Use  50  grams  of  siJgar  with  the  water, 
iron  and  iodine.     Filter  into  bottle  containingthe  sugar.     Add  acid  last.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers :  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer ;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secre- 
tary shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Life  Membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  v.— Amending  Constitution. 

Ever3'  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  suh- 
mitted  in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  ix.t  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  atnended  1)3'  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— DuTUEs  of  Officers. 
Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  administer 
the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem 
worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inabihty  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify 
all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretar^^ 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and 
furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the 
Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership. He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President, 
and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
accounts. 

ARTICLE  II.— Of  Committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Standing  Committees :  An  Executive 

Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  ExecutiTC  Committee,  of  Avhich  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such 
members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members. 
At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  re- 
ports, and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  maj'  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  papers 
or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read 
at  length  and  which  by  title.  The}'  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Secre- 
tary, arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient 
for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annuall}'  report,  within  three  months 
after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy; and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  questions  for 
investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable ;  and  in  other  ways  in- 
duce the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— Of  Membership. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligiljle  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  sliall  l^e  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apph'  in  writing  with 
the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Com- 
mittee; if  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election, 
they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Associa- 
tion, and  he  may  l)e  elected  l)y  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretar}^  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associateof  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that 
such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  drop- 
ping the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership. 
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Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee ;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any 
one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be 
liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding 
section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed 
by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Ex- 
members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to 
reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  b3'  appl3'ing  in  writing  to  the 
Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two 
years'  dues  when  they  were  memljcrs  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year  ; 
whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretar>%  l)ut  no 
resignation  shall  be  accej^ted  from  an\'  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shrdl  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthj'  of  the  distinction  ma3'  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contrilmte  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of 
this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall 
devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  "Secretary,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.   Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  v.— Of  Delegates. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
SocietA'.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alter- 
nates.

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CODE   OF    ETHICS. 


ADOPTED    1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  soine  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  here- 
b}^  agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics : 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules 
onl3'  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some 
other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not 
intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines 
ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign  parmacopceias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula;  between  physician  and 
pharmacist,  and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

2.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good 
and  bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  in- 
ert drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  con- 
sequences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same 
kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fradulent  acts  as  may 
come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  know- 
ledge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consum- 
ed in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Although 
local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at 
different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his 
neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  j^et  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
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insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feat- 
ure of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice 
of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as 
degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all 
times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous 
abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give 
each  other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting 
the  character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  ap- 
prentice who  may  have  applied  for  emplo3'ment,  or  to  whom  they  may 
have  given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member 
who  shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or 
annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  memljer,  and  his  name  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in 
his  own  behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.
